Using a multidot-per pixel shading technique, the 
ACT-1 can reproduce up to 125 color shades. 


Sharp, clear images are produced using ink jet 
printing technology. Under microprocessor con¬ 
trol. tiny droplets of yellow, cyan and magenta 
inks are sprayed from the print head as it 
passes across the copy paper. The ACT-1 prints 
85 dots per inch vertically and up to 140 dots per 
inch horizontally. It faithfully reproduces up to 
125 color shades. A user-selectable feature will 
automatically convert the black background of 
the video image to a white background on the 
paper copy. ,

QUIET 

Because the ACT-1 is a non-impact printer, opera¬ 
tion is much quieter than conventional dot-matrix 
and daisywheel printers. With a sound level of 
less than 50 dB, it can be used unobtrusively in 
any office environment.
